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The Rai)ier and tho Broadsword. 

The art of fencing stondfl unrivaled as 
a Boiontific aud graceful accompliahmeiit 
and exercise. Fencing brings into ac- 
tion more of the voluutarv muscles at 
the same time than any other exercise. 
What cm be more graceful or strikiDg 
than a man in the attitude of fenoing— 
his eje keeping pace with his hand, his 
mind keenly and actively absorbed, all 
his muscular power braced for the at- 
tack, foot to foot, eye to eye, point to 
point, tho chest expanded and head and 
ueck erect ? Tho motions of the muscles 
of the thighs, arms, and legs give to one 
iu any of tho ixjsitious in fenoing tho 
most pleasing and animating effect, and 
the fencer soon acquires grace and elas- 
ticity in a very uiiirked degree. One 
foucing-maator iu I'lii ia devotes his en- 
tiro time to instructint? Indies, and there 
are many huniireds of good fencers to bo 
foimd among liulies in the best society 
ui Frunce. Tho eu.stuuie worn by them 
at practice consists of a loose jacket, 
slur t falling to -within about nine inches 
of the ground, and flaunel— a more be- 
coming aud easy dre«s than one is likely 
to eueouutor on tho street, certain!}. 
Many liulios iu Now York have also 
adopted this exercise. All this applies 
to the rapier or th'i foil, its representti- 
tivo iu leaiiiiug the aeionue. Ill France 
it is called le jlcuixl. It is an old say- 
ing that a man who has carte and tierce 
at his Augers' ends must be a gentleman 
(or a lady ?). There are used at present, 
beside the rapier, tho cavalry sword, or 
8ab(!r, and the brortiLsworJ. Saber prac- 
tice oonsintH of cut and feint alternately; 
thebro.^dsword practice i.s almost exclu- 
sively cut.s. Indeed, the majority of 
those usiu'' the hrondsword are taught 
to neglect the feint entirely. To make a 
cut the sword must be first raised, and 
the force of the c\it depends on the ele- 
vation of the arm and weapon. These 
movements, compared with the thrust, 
are of neceiwity alow, as nearly half a 
circle must biMlcscribcd in tho rising and 
the same in the descending movement. 
In tho thrust, tiie sword point, being 
held opposite tho udvorsary's body, has 
simply to tiy to tho front across tlie di- 
ameter of the circle, luid is consequently 
much mora ready for the attodi. A 
complete coarse of practice vrifh the foil 
is almost an indisjiensable preliminary 
to expcrtuess in tho use of the rapier. 
There is nut the reuiotest chance of tn- 

i'ury iu fencing with tho foil. Tho 
ireast (at wliich alono the attack is 
inade)*is protected by a i)addod jacket, 
the face is covered by a hght wire mask 
and the sword by a gauntlet. When 
these are worn no scratch or hurt of any 
kind is possible. The foil weighs from 
four to six ounces, and at the point is a 
button covered wilh kid or buckskin. 

Sunstroke. 

1. Carry tho patient carefully, but 
promptly, to thi4 nearest, shade. 

2. tSecnre for him as much circulatiou 
of wholesome air as may be possibly ob- 
tained. 

3. If the skin is hot, sponge with cold 
water or ice. 

4. If the head is verv hot, and the 
arteries of tho neck pulsato violently, 
apply ieo. 

£i. Give two teaspoonfuls of good 
brandy or whisky every ten or litteen 
minut<;8. Tho addition of two or three 
di'ops of laudanum to each dose of tho 
stimulant prevents vomiting or pnigLng, 
which is liable to occur and often prove 
fatal. 

6. Don't give large druuglits of cold 
water or any otln'r tiuiil, even if the |m- 
tiont is able to Bvvallow them. 

7. Don't allow the j)a! icnl to bo moved 
or raisod from a recumlicat position un- 
til Bufliciently rcc-o verei.1 tu render it 
safe to do so. Tliis seldom 0001^8 for 
hours, and often not for days, after the 
attack. 

8. Send nt once for a doctor, not for 
half a doz.en. Otherwise valuable timn 
may be lost by diflercncs in opinion aa 
to whether the casi! is 0110 01 congestion 
or exhaustion. 

It is always safer tor uou-prol'essional 
prescribers, aud generally safer for doc- 
tors, to pursue methods of treatnjeul 
calculated to relievo more or less pro 
found exhaoatiou of vital powers.

EppAR Dkwdjjev, Esq., M. P., for 
Yale district, and iixore recoiitly Indian 
commissioner in tin; Nortiiweat Terri- 
'tory,' bad beon apjiointcd lieutenant- 
governor of that territory rice Liaud, ia 
confirmed. It is particularly gratifying 
to British Columbians to find that a 
pioneer of the province is selected for 
aucli an important position. Notwith- 
standing the severe and oft reitera- 
ted attacks upon that gentleman's man- 
agement of ladian affairs in the great 
Nortliwest by the Globe, and the feeble 
echoes of such attacks by the govern- 
ment organ in this city, his course in 
such an onerous and responHiblo posi- 
tion must have been eminently satis- 
factory to the Dominion Govcriitnnnt 
or the higher and even more rf's|)ou.si- 
bio ofEce would not have been lR:.sto\v- 
ed.upon.Lim. Lieut.-Governor Dkwu- 
ney's ''record for many years in ihi.s 
province prior to his elevation to the 
commons by his fellow residents in Yale 
district was an honorable and useful 
one; and while an M. P. he did valiunt 
battle for British Columbia on all oc- 
casions when questions pertaining to 
the interests of the country were up for 
discussion. Although at present num- 
erioallyi outside the Indian tribes, the 
white population of tlii.s vast territory 
is not very great, extraordinary develop- 
ment in tills respect must take place 
in the near future and long before Mr. 
Dewdney's term of office expires. The 
resources of this imiuen.se section of 
North America embracing within its 
limits a largo portion of what is known 
as the "fertilo bolt" and extending to 
eastern line of this i)rovince, are capa- 
ble of boundless expansion. Within 
the next decade probably not merely 
one but several distinct provinces, each 
possessing full responsible legislative 
governments, will bo carved out of 
this long stretch of territory extending 
aa it does from the American boundary 
line to the frozen regions of the north, 
and from Manitoba to the summit of 
the Rocky Jlountains, Over this vast 
region, tlu'ough the centre of which 
will pass the Canadian Pacific railway, 
Lieut.-Governor Dkwu.vkv holds liway, 
assisted at present by only a small leg- 
islative council; but taking the unex- 
ampled progress of the adjoining iiro- 
vince of Manitoba as a criterion to 
judge by what may not bo expected in 
the immediate future development of 
this magnificent heritage of the Do- 
minion'! The new lieut. governor is 
looked upon as a roprcsentativo British 
Qolumbian and his appointment is a 
very conclusive proof that Sir Joifx 
MAODOiTALD's government is not char- 
acterized by narrow sectional feeling, 
■and that merit outside the two dom- 
inent provinces of Ontario and Quebec 
is acknowledged -and rewarded. 1 1 is 
to be hoped that the time is not far 
ilistant when this province will have a 
voice in the cabinet at Ottawa, as well 
as some of her pioneers occupying 
ofiiceH of trust and responsibility 
throughout the wide Canadian domain. 
British Columbia is now of sufficient 
imjiortance to be thus represented and 
in the next Dominion parliament, if 
not before, one of the resident membi • • 
of the senate or commons will certainly 
be in the ministry. It cannot be ex- 
pected that Sir John Macdonald will 
remain member for this city longer than 
the expiration of this parliament; as 
i 'twould jhe[. elect to retnain longer at the 
'helS of state a numbet of wealthy and 
populous' eastern constituencies will 
vie with each other in securing hiiu as 
their representative. In such an event 
the claims of the province for one mem- 
' ber at. least in the cabinet will not be 
overlooked.

Funeral of tbe Lato Son. Jastico 
Hobortson. 

Tho last 8.id rites to dopnited worth 
wero performed on Sunday afternoon 
over the remains of thetUnivorsally-osteom- 
cd judge of tho Supremo Courtof this pro- 
vince jiiat deceased. No single demiau in 
liritiali Colunibiii has excited so much 
geuuiiio regret, and probably no funeml 
yet hold has been attended by such a 
number of sympathotic mourners. 

Although the afternoon was cold and 
chilljr a vast concontBo of pcoplo on foot 
and in carriages assembled at 2 o'clock at 
the Judge's late residence, corner of John- 
son and Vancouver streets. For more 
than lialf-an-hour before and after tho 
time appointed for the procession to leave 
a steady stream of people passed around 
tho bier in tho drawing-room to take a 
last look at tho featuresso widely- respect- 
ed and eo well-known throughout the 
length and breadth of the province. I'ho 
lid of the iriotRl casket, a very handsome 
one, was only decorated with tlio name 
and ago of the deceased, a small cross 
and the well-known emblem of 
the Masonic fratornity. It was 
covered and surrounded With wreaths 
and crosses of choice flowers and 
imnwrtelles, made and sent by loving 
hands as tiio last mark of esteem to a de- 
parted friend. 

At about 2:.'!0 the mournful cortege 
foiiiii'd under tlie iiiaraiialship of Mr. K. 
Richard.s, senior, citizens on foot leading. 
These wore followed by about 160 masons 
consisting of meinbors of Victoria and 
B. C, and Vancouver and Quadra Lodges 
and a large number of visiting brethren; 
tho Grand Lodge being represented by the 
Most Worshipful Grand JLister Cooto 
Chambers and Deputy Grand Master 
Henry Brown. Then followed tho hearao, 
and four mourning coaches, one of which 
contained his Lordship tho Bishop of Col- 
umbia, Rev. Mr. Joniisand other clergy- 
men. Nest in order came all tho members 
of the law society that wore in town, and 
then tho Mayor and all the Municipal 
Councillors; then the carriage of the Hon. 
J. W. Trutch, and that of the Lieutenant 
Governor, containing his Honor and pri- 
vate "uoriitary. BetwcenGOand TOcarriages 
tilled with citizens and people from the 
Burroiinding country brought up the rear, 
the whole procession extending fully 
three-fourths of a mile, and taking twen- 
ty minutes to pass a given point while en 
luttt'' to St. .John's Church. Hero a vast 
assemblage of people were in waiting, 
while tho church itself was crowded to its 
utmost capacity long before the proces- 
sion arrived. The cofhn waa borne to tho 
chancel by tho following pall- bearers: — 
His Lordship Chief Justice Sir Matthew 
Baillie Begbie; Honorable Mr, Justice 
Crease, puhne judge of the Supremo 
Court; Hon. .Joseph W. Trutch, ex-Gov- 
ernor of the province and now agent of 
tlio Dominion government; Hon. Allen 
Francis, United dtatcs Consul; Hon. 
Peter O'Reilly, ex-County Court judge 
and now Indian Commissioner; Hon. 
Roderick Finlayson, ox-Mayor of the city ; 
Hon. Robt. Beavon, Minister of Finance; 
W. C. Ward, Esq., Manager of tho Bank 
of British Columbia; E. Crow Baker,Eaq., 
Secretary of tho Board of Trade; and 
John Jossop, Esq., ex-Superintendent of 
Education. 

A portion of tho boautiful burial ser- 
vice of tho Church of England was read 
by tho rector, Rev. Percival Jcnns, in a 
most impressive manner, uUliougli with a 
voice quivering with emotion in spite of 
all his ellbrts to suppress it. The very 
oflioiont choir, of which the deceased 
judge was for a long time an hon- 
ored member, sang the 178th and 317th 
hymns to music eminently befitting the 
mournful occasion. Tho coffin was taken 
back to tho hearse .amid the roverborati Jii 
through tho sacred edifice of tho intonse- 
' Ijr solemn notes from the oripin of tho 
" Dead March in Saul. " Tho procession 
was then reforniod in the same manner 
and proceeded to Ross Bay cemetery 
whore tho burial service waa comploted 
by tho rector of St. .Tohn's. Want of 
sufficient daylight prevented tho reading 
of any portion of the Masonic burial sor- 
vico, but tlte omblamatical sprig of "cas- 
sia" was thrown upon tho coiBn by each 
member of the large Masonic representa- 
tion present. Thus the honored duat of 
the deceased judge was laid to rest by lov- 
ing friends, wjiile near by tho wild waves 
are singing constantly a requiem o'er his 
grave. 

Mr. C. Hay ward oonducted the funeral 
with his usual unobtrusive oflicicncy and 
good taste. 

AlTccling allusions were made in near- 
ly all tho churches on Sunday morning to 
the great loss which tlie province has sus- 
tained by tho premature death of Mr. 
Justice Robttrtsun. At the cathedral af- 
ter preaching from tho text Luke xii, 40, 
Be ye therefore also ready, the Bishop of 
Columbia concluded as follows; I cannot 
finish without allusion to tho very sad 
event of the last week in the removal from 
atnongst ua of Mr. Justice Robortson. 
How can words sufliciontly express tho 
sympathy wo feel for tho alllictod widow 
and nor youthful family thus suddenly do- 
prived of an excellent husband and father 
la the very prime of life, in th* midst of 



usefulness and in a justly earned position 
of importance and of honor. What has 
happened is the will of God and we beiiu 
in submission to the decree of the all wise, 
all loving Gcd and Father. He has prom- 
ised to bo, He will be, more than spouse 
to the widow, more than father to the 
fatherless. Our departed brother was a 
good man in all relations of life, and such 
men are ill spared, for they .-.re the true 
strength and support of society, and they 
shed lustre on the cmniuunity in whicii 
they live and on the profession to which 
they belong. Only recently was there a 
universal approval of his appointment to 
the oflico he held, and all felt the fullest 
confidence that he would sustain tho high 
reputation of our Supreme Court for pure 
and impartial justice. But he waa a good 
Christian, a devout churchman, never 
missed from his place in tho Imuseof God, 
nor from the communion except for urg- 
ent necessity. Hia manly form was often 
seen in this church on Friday evenings. 
Not only tlnis was he a quiet example of 
Godly living, he was m active guide as 
well. Deeply interested was he in the 
spiritual wolfan; of uthors, and especially 
of the young, being for many years super- 
intendent of St. .foiin'a Sunday School, 
through which many families have been 
blessed by his good iniluence. In 
him many hove lost a dear and personal 
friend, but all have lost a true friend, in 
one who not only set a pure example but 
was active in promoting tho best good of 
thoao around him. So sudden and unex- 
pected a death of one occupying a fore- 
most station produces wide spread feeling, 
but there have been other like shocks of 
lato in smaller circles not less unexpected 
or distressing. They teach the lesson of 
our own life's uncertainty, they are a 
voice from Heaven, prepare to meet thy 
God. This ia the good probably iutendod 
— that the living should learn wis- 
dom and live more soberly, righteous- 
ly and godly in this present life. Doubt- 
less our loss is his gain. Ho could say 
"for mo to live is Christ, to die is gain." 
During his painful illness our dear friend's 
faith never wavered, but was firm and 
constant in God and in his Saviour. Al- 
most tho last words he uttered while con- 
scious and after partaking of tlie holy 
communion were, "Tlmnk (iod fur this 
peace." W'u may thankfully beliovo he 
was prepared and ready for tho glad call 
to thu paradise of Ot)d. "Boyo therefore 
ready also; for the Son of Man coineth at 
an hour wiion ye think not." 

lu St. John'sMr.Jennstouk his toxtfrom 
tho '.ind lesson, II. Peter, I, 15 v: 
"Moreover I will endeavor that ye may 
be able after my decease to have these 
things always in remembrance." After 
showing how calmly tho apostle looked 
forward to his deatli as setting the seal 
upon the teaching of his life and being 
willing to endure all things for tho glory 
of God and tho salvation of men, ho re- 
ferred to the death of Mr. Justice Robort- 
son in the following words: ".\s with the 
apoatlcs, so to a largo extent it is with 
every good man. It is a mistake to sup- 
posy that a man's usefulness ceases when 
his natural life is taken. It often hap- 
pens that a man doea more good in death 
than during life, yet ho then puts to tho 
proof what he has taught during life. 
When all goes smoothly it is comparative- 
ly easy to serve God, and the querist may 
ask 'doth he servo God for naught;' but if 
when racked with pain and continued suf- 
fering it can be borno without a murmur, 
and in perfect childlike trust, tho pro- 
cioiisness of religion stands in bold relief. 
All tliia has been illustrated in a remark- 
able manner in tho life and death of our 
laiiieiited brother Sir. Justice Robertson. 
.A man wliose unobtrusive piety waa sucli 
tliat it had a magnetic intluenco on all 
who came in contact with him. Though 
possessed of unusual reasoning power, yet 
he had a faith as perfect as that of a little 
child. To suppose that hia influence 
among us has ceased because lie is with- 
drawn from us would bo a great mistake. 
Siieh men are the salt of the world; they 
keep it from moral corruption. They are 
the light of the world— a light that death 
has no power to extinguish. That light 
will continue to shine among us for many 
and manj' a year. Can the men who were 
with him when he was young and know 
the purity of Ins life forgot the fino ei- 
anq)le that he gave them ( Can tho hun- 
dreds of children who passed through our 
Sunday schools during tho_ years that ho 
watf" superintendent forget the winning 
manner in which ho urged them to follow 
Christ and became his disciples indeed ? 
What an exaiupio he set to tho [lareiita of 
these children, so many of whom are 
never seen in the lumse of God. So much 
waa hia time occupied when at tho Bar 
that often it was one or two o'clock in tho 
morning before he could leave hia office. 
Yet ho never was absent from Church. Ho 
never spent a Sunday afternoon without 
an effort to win young souls to Christ by 
giving religious in.struction. .\nd he 
never turned his back upon the Lord's 
tabic. Is this man dead I 'Being dead 
ho yet speaks.' But while ho was with 
us men thought this nothing strange. But 
then tho time came when it seemed that 
ho waa to reap the rewards of faithful ser- 
vice. Uo became tho chosen of his own 
city and was appointed its own magis- 
trate. All legal matters in the munici- 
pality were to be referred to him. Tho 
Dominion Government honored him, and 
at last he rose to tliat poaition which is 
tho ambition of every barrister, ho was 
raised to the Bench. Barely at tho time 
forty yeara of age, there seemed before 
him a long life of usefulness and happi- 
ness. But no sooner had he entered up- 
on his new career than a cloud aroso, at 
first so small that it was scarcely seen. 
Hut its approach was with steady increase. 
For live lung months he never was free 
from pain. Other men would have mur- 
mured and quoruloualy asked 'why should 
God afflict one who had done so much 
good and so little harni?' But not a word 
of complaint ever passed his lips. He 
told me he had suffered frightful agony, 
yet not one v.'ord of discontent. At his 
own rcqucat on Wednesday he received 
the Holy Communion, and with tlie ex- 
ception ol a few parting worda to those ho 
loved his last words were, "Thank 
God for this peace. " The usefulness of 
such a life has no end, for it had been ao 
ordered that after his deeeaBe men should 
have these things in remembrance.

Tbsatre-Boyal. 

Lord Lytton'a beat comedy, "The Lady 
of Lyons" or "Love and Pride" was re- 
presouted last night to another overflow- 
ing house. TUo plot of this deservedly 
popular drama is pretty well known as is 
also the circumstances under which it waa 
written by the great novelist, poet and 
statesman. .•Vfter tho comparative failure 
on the stage of this first eflbrt "Lady do 
Ija Valliaro," he wn-s put upon his metal 
by the critics, some of whomhazardedthe 
opinioB.that the young author could not 
prodiice a play that would keep the stage. 
The outcome of this adverse criticism was 
tho comedy so admirably rendered last 
night. A better Pauline than Miss Lin- 
gard can scarcely bo im.agined. At first 
tho proud, ricli and would-bo aristocratic

I'KTTV LARCENV. 

J. Cnmerford and W. Lane were 
brought up on remand frow Saturday on 
a charge of stealing b.icon from tho store 
of P. Manetta. 

Mr. Bollard for the defense put in a 
|)lea of guilty, but argued in extenua- 
tion that the priaoners were intoxicated 
and did not know what they were doing. 
Ho knew that drunkenness was no excuse, 
but under the circumstances ho hoped the 
puniahnient would be as light as Hia 
Honor could make it. There wore seven 
or eight witnesses to examine and he did 
not wish to take up tho time of tho court 
i'l going through with the evidence. 

Hia Honor would hear tho information 
and then accept tho plea of guilty. 

Tho information against both the pris- 
oners was then rend and sworn to by Of- 
ficer McLcod. 

Mr. Pollard further remarked that in 
pleading guilty ho wished that tho axton- 
uatiiig circumstancoH attending the case 
should be taken into consideration. Ho 
believed that neither the prosecutor nor 
the Supt. of Police wished to press tho 
charge, and tho prisoners wore preparing 
to leave for California by next boat. 

The Supt. stated the circumstances of 
tiiecaao in connection with tho robbery. 
Lane was well known to tho police and 
had been up for drunkenness, and they 
were amongst a gang of seven returned 
railroad men wlio woro hard drinkers. 

Tho prisoner Cumorford stated thot 
ho and Lane had been working on tho big 
tunnel above Yalo but had loft on account 
of tho cold weather. Ho had money and 
waa intending to go down to California 
by next stcamor. Ho had never been in 
any difilculty in his lifo before. 

Lane also stated that ho had been at 
work all the time lie had been in tho 
country. Although ho had boon under 
tho intluenco of liquor since living in this 
town yet he had paid liis fines. lie knew 
nothing about stealing the bacon us he 
was drunk at the time. 

P. Manetta stated the circumstances 
under whidt the bacon was stolen. "The 
prisoners called at his store just as ho 
was shutting up on Friday night and got 
a bottle of whiskey. They wanted an- 
other one and while i)rosocutor was get- 
ting the second bottle the bacon was 
stolen. 

In reply to Mr. Pollard witness did not 
wish'to'prosB' the'()haige. 

His Honor considered that tho ofl'once 
wap a scriou.s one as tho prosecutor was 
an elderly man and living on tho confines 
of tho city. As tho prisoners aoomod to 
be working men he would not deprive 
thom of the opportunity of doing so for 
long; but|yet ho had a duty to do to so- 
ciety and that must be performed. He 
would take into consideration all that Mr. 
Pollard had said, but he thought that a 
sentence of three months' imprisonment 
must be inflicted. This he thought was a 
lenient sentence.

.Vii Indian was fined five shillings and 
an additional 50 cents for assistance in 
conveying him to gaol.

Win. Edwards was charged with atcal- 
ing a roll of blankets from the house of 
Kitty, a Fort Rupert Indian. 

The prisoner pleaded that he was under 
the influence of liquor and was not nc- 
conntablo for what ho did. He supposed 
ho was guilty of tho charge brought 
against him. 

Supt. O'Connor did not remember that 
tho prisoner had been in the police court 
for any offence. He had been living 
among tho Indians for some time. Ho 
found the prisoner at an hotel drinking; 
tho blankets woro found on him and ho 
was taken into custody. Prisoner had 
done considerable work since being in 
town. 

The Indian woman stated that she wont 
out of her house on Saturday night to 
get a bucket of water and when she re- 
turned she found tho blankets were 
gone; the prisoner often came to her 
house. 

Prisoner stated that he had been at 
work on steamers and generally followed 
tho sea for a living, and was a good hand 
at tattooing. 

His Honor would -leiul t!io priaonor to 
priaon with hard labor for two months, 
and he hoped when ho got out ho would 
do better and not appear before him 
again. 

HUPPLYINO AN INTCTICANT. 

Nicholas Somovorter was charged with 
eoiini\ing at the sale of an intoxicant to 
an Indian. 

Sergeant Bloomfiold stated that ho 
found tho prisoner in company with an 
Indian on Johnson street on Monday af- 
tornoon ivith the bottle of whiskey pro- 
duced in his pookot and that the Indian 
said the bottle w.as his, as he had given 
tlio pri.soner a dollar to buy it with; this 
prisoner admitted. 

George Griflith, an intelligent Clallam 
Indian, said that prisoner asked him if he 
wished to get a bottle of whiskey; 
witness said no and loft; prisoner followotl 
and witness said if he waa a good man he 
would give him tho money for tho whis- 
key; accordingly gave him a dollar to get 
whiskey with; ho then wont into a saloon 
and got the bottle produced in court. 

The prisoner was sentenced to two 
uiontlia' imprisonment with hard labor.

The annual meiiting of the missionary 
society in connection with tho Methodist 
Cliurch of Canada was held last evening 
in Wesley Church in this city. After 
preliminary devotional exercises tho Rev. 
Mr. Pollard was called to the chair, and 
briefly and eloquently addressed the 
meeting on the important subject of mis- 
sions. 

Rov. C. Watson, chairman of tho Dis- 
trict and p.istor of the Church, read the 
report, which showed tho opetationa of 
the past year, financial and spiritual, to 
have been crowned with abundant suc- 
cess. 

Rev. Mr. Harrington, of Seattle, then 
addressed the meeting, the chairman hav- 
ing expressed the pleasure ho folt in hav- 
ing his Americau brother with us, parti- 
cularly as we lived in hope some d.ay of 
aiinoxing that part of the great republic 
to this part of the great Dominion of Ca- 
nada. 

Mr. Harrington spoke with feeling and 
great power on the subject of misaions, 
especially of that department of the mis- 
sion V, ork '?3.rriecl on under tho auspicca 
of the .jf«thodist Church. Ho loforrod 
to tho late meeting of the groat Methodist 
family in ^Ecumenical Council, in City 
BoBd Chapel, London, at whidi r^prosen- 
tatives from every part of tho world woro 
gathered together representing no less 
than fourteen millions of people. Tho 
Methodist Church was csaontially a mis- 
sionary church, and to-day there is not a 
nation or people under tho sun who ; have 
not heard the gospel of tho Son' of God 
proclaimed from the lips of missionaries 
sent forth by tho Methodist Church. 
And notwithstanding what had boon 
done in the pastthoro remained still much 
more to bo done. Tho harvest truly ia 
great and new fiolda aro being continually 
opened up. Tho Macedonian cry ia hoard 
from many quarters calling for tho gospel 
and that call must be attended to. To do 
so requires s large expenditure of money 
and hence appeals to Christian benevo- 
lence for material to cari-y forward this 
work. Tho church has a great and glor- 
ious duty to perform in this matter, and 
thia church in Victoria hua a aharo in this 
grand enterprise, and let her come up to 
tho help of the Lord with a will this even- 
ing by a liberal contribution of their means 
to aid tho cause of missions under the 
suporintondenco of tho Methodist church 
of Canada. The rov. gcntloman retired 
amid tho applause of the largo audience 
pi'oaont. 

Rev. Mr. Wutson then followed and 
we need scarcely say ho spoke eloquently 
in behalf of the cause we were met to pro- 
mote and aid by tho liberal contributions 
of its friends. Ho adverted to tho fields 
opening up in China and Japan for tho 
gospel, and referred to what had already 
been accomplishod in thoso heathen lands 
in the conversion of precious souls, and 
omong tho rest tho share that this Metho- 
dist church of Canada had taken in bring- 
ing these people to a saving knowledge of 
the truth. \Vo have not space ovon for a 
bare outline of the rev. gentleman's ad- 
dress; suffice it to say it was a grand ap- 
peal to his audience for help to the mis- 
sion cause. 

At the close of the chairman's address 
a collection was taken up which, with the 
Sabbath collections, amounted to §05; 
subscriptions, $108.25, making a total of 
8173.25. 

A vote of tlmnks to ladies for services 
rendered last year was given unanimous- 
ly. The same ladies were appointed for 
tho ensuing year. Also to the choir for 
tho cfl'ectivo rendering during tho evening 
of several pieces of excellent sacred music.
